“RUMMAGE SALES” FOR BOOK 
STORES. 

Mr. Macaulay, whose suggestive outline 
of “co-operation in competition” was one of 
the most valuable features of the recent con¬ 
vention, never had a more clean-cut example 
of that kind of competition than was af¬ 
forded by the stationers of St. Louis a little 
over a month ago. 

Under the auspices of the St. Louis Sta¬ 
tioners' Club the retail stationers of that city 
put through a co-operative “rummage sale” 
that in the spirit shown and success achieved 
was noteworthy. 

Every member of the club had a lot of 
merchandise lying on his shelves, which he 
had inventoried every year as salable, and yet 
never seemed able to dispose of. Some may 
have laid there for years, during which time 
the owner paid rent for the space it occupied, 
insurance on it, and for labor in caring for 
same. In many cases he would have been 
glad to sell the goods at cost or even below 
to get his money out of it. 

But even the preparatory listing of their 
“dead” stock was not as easy a task as might 
be supposed. Some was either unidentified 
on the market, cr was so “dead” that it was 
hard to place a proper value on it. Never¬ 
theless each dealer went through his entire 
stock and listed all “dead” or over-stock. 

Wihen such lists were completed they were 
circulated among the trade, and the goods 
there listed were offered for sale at factory 
cost and below. In a great many cases deal¬ 
ers found that their competitors were carry¬ 
ing goods that they could buy advantageously. 
One of the notable points was that many 


dealers were carrying items as dead stock for 
which their competitors had a good sale. 

After this preliminary sorting out Mr. Cur¬ 
tiss, of the Woodward & Tiernan Printing 
Co., who, by the way, had the largest “dead” 
list, agreed to take the remaining “dead” 
stock of each house, combine it into one tem¬ 
porary store and offer it for sale to the pub¬ 
lic. He further agreed to assume all ex¬ 
pense, such as rent, labor, advertising, etc., 
with the understanding that he would receive 
20 per cent, of the sales. This plan seemed 
the most practical and was adopted. A com¬ 
mittee of three was appointed to co-operate 
with Mr. Curtiss. 

Mr. Curtiss immediately rented the ground 
floor on the corner of Ninth and Locust 
Streets, a very well lighted store, something 
like 125 x 150 feet. The sale was advertised 
extensively in many ways, both in St. Louis 
and nearby towrns. Inserts were inclosed in 
the mails and large posters were conspic¬ 
uously displayed throughout the city. 

Sam Burgess, former manager of the John 
L. Bolland Stationery Company, was manager 
of the sale. Each house was given a letter, 
and as all goods were marked it was very 
easy to identify each article’s owner of the 
combined stock. 

Practically every item covered by the sta¬ 
tionery trade was represented in the vast as¬ 
sortment. There was anything from pens, 
pencils and erasers, to desks, safes, filing cab¬ 
inets and rotary copiers. The value of the 
goods exceeded $12,000. 

Goods were sold for cash only, and none 
were exchanged or delivered. 

The sale was 011 during the regular busi¬ 
ness hours, and the greatest volume of busi¬ 
ness was done during the noon hour, during 
which time it w r as necessary to almost double 
the force of twenty clerks. 

Daily statements were issued to the dealers, 
so that they might keep in touch with the 
progress and amount of the sale ; it also af¬ 
forded the opportunity to re-mark goods that 
seemed to sell slow. This proved effectual. 

The stock was arranged on large tables 
with each article marked in plain figures. The 
daily topic of discussion among business men 
was the “Rummage Sale.”
